Always first to sense the need of a raise 
to meet “living costs,” Lewis is the most 
shrewd of the labor-opportunists. He has 
against price controls and against 
wage controls. Why should he not win

Possibly this is the beginning of an- 
other inflationary cycle. 

A general wage increase, a compensat- 
ing price hike and so ad infinitum... and 
economic depression. 

Congress failed to pass emergency anti- 
utility strike legislation asked for by Presi- 
dent Truman when he anti-climaxed his 
plea with the announcement that the rail- 
roads would end their strike. 

Thus labor can strike against the Gov- 
ernment and against national security, 
even though such a strike would be dis- 
astrous now or at any time in the immedi- 
ate future. 

But there is no way to settle such a 
strike. No precedent haz been set, and 
there is certainly no law that will pro- 
tect the people from: their own hunger 
for commodities they have so long missed. 

Economic laws are very human—and 
very relentless. 

And, if indeed Lewis and his miners 
are the provoking factors in another siege 
of “big” strikes, we must prepare for the 
worst.
